State of the Hudson report released Kinderhook Recreation 
hosts summer events 


ALBA: TY—The Department of Envi- 
ronmental Conservation released the 
1993 State of the Hudson Report 
detailing actions and events affect- 
ing they management of natural 
resources and environmental quality 
of the Hudson River estuary, 
announced DEC Acting Commis- 
sioner Langdon Marsh. 

“The Hudson River is a dynamic, 
ever-changing ecosystem, and this 


report chronicles both the ecological 
changes and the actions of the river’s 
neighbors and government stewards,” 
said Mr Marsh 

Among the topics covered in the 
report are recent trends in fish pop- 
ulations, land use and management 
decisions, and changes in the recre- 
ational and commercial uses of the 


river 

Highlights from this year’s report 
include: 

wYoung-of-the-year striped bass 
collected in the mver in 1993 show a 
continued trend of increasing num- 
bers of juveniles in recent years, 

@Winter surveys conducted in 
December 1993 found 83 bald eagles 
and one golden eagle in southeast- 
ern New York. 


Field education programs open 
to the public are offered by the Hud- 
son River National Estuarine 
Research Reserve including oppor- 
tunities for viewing bald eagles. 

@Nearly 57 miles of Hudson River 
Greenway Trail were offiaally des- 
ignated in 1993 by the state's Green- 
way Heritage Conservancy Eventu- 
ally, the trail is intended to extend 
from New York City to the Troy dam 
on both sides of the river 

aLocal Waterfront Revitalization 
Plan have been adopted and approved 
by the Department of State for 12 
Hudson Valley communities, with 
plans being prepared in 22 addition- 
al communities. 

@The New York State Clean Ves- 
sels program received $1 million from 
the federal government to construct 
54 pumpout/dump stations at both 
public and private boating facilities 
and to conduct boater education pro- 
gram.s 

Grain and scrap iron were the 
aga cargoes exported out of the 

ort of Albany on ships plying the 
Hudson. Imports brought upriver in 
1993 included cocoa beans, molasses, 
gypsum, twine, liquid fertilizer and 


woodpulp, among others. 

The Hudson River is one of New 
York State’s outstanding natural 
resources The river’s lower half, 
stretching 150 miles from the Troy 
dam to the Battery in New York City, 
is an estuary, an arm of the sea where 
salt water mixes with fresh and tidal 
action occurs. 

Nearly one half of all New York- 
ers live within the 15 counties that 
border the nver’s shores. 


The Hudson estuary, which 
includes the river’s tidal wetlands 
and tributaries, contains important 
spawning and nursery grounds for 
many valued fish species such as 
striped bass, shad and sturgeon. 

The Hudson harbors numerous 
endangered plant and animal species 
and serves as an important resting 
and feeding area for migratory birds, 
such as eagles, osprey, and water- 
fowl.
